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Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:
CHAPTER I.

(CITY AND WARD BOUNDARIES. )

Seorion 1. All the district of country in the county of
Blue Earth contained within the subdivisions and bounda-
ries hereinafter deseribed, shallbea city by the name of Man-
kato, and the people now inhabiting, and those who shall corporsts vights
hereafter inhabit within the district of country hercinafter
described, shall be a municipal corporation by the name
of the ¢ City of Mankato,” and by that name shall sue and
be sued, and be impleaded in any court, make and use acom-
mon seal, and alter it at pleasure, and take, hold and pur-
chase, lease and convey, any and all such real and per-
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sonal or mixed estate, as the purposes of the corporation
may require, within or without the limits aforesaid ; shall
be capable of contracting and being contracted with ; and
shall have the general powers possessed by municipal cor-
porations at common law, and in addition thereto shall
possess the powers hereinafter specifically granted, and
the authorities thereof shall have perpetual succession.

2, The subdivisions of land included in and con-
stituting the city of Mankato shall be as follows, to wit:
Lot one and the south half of the south east quarter of sec-
tion six (6) ; lots one, two, three and four, (1, 2, 3 and 4),
and the south west quarter of the south east quarter and the
east half of the east half of the south east quarter and the
east half (of the) north east quarter of section seven (7),
and the south west quarter of the north west quarter
and the west half of the south west quarter of sec-
tion eight (8), and the west half of the north west quar-

west, shall constitute the first ward. Al that part of eaid

CHAPTER IIL
(ELECTIVE OFFICERS AND ELECTIONS. )

tive officers hereinafter provided, held on the first Tues-
day of April of each year, except in the year one thou-
sand eight hundred and sixty-eight, at such place in each
ward as the common council shall designate ; and the polls
shall be kept open from nine o’clock in the forenoon until
five o’clock in the afternoon, and ten days previous notice
shall be given by the common council of the time and place
of holding said election and of the officers to be elected.

CHAPTER III.
(OFFICERS—THEIR POWERS AND DUTIES.)

SeorioN 1. Every person clected or appointed to any

file the same, duly certitied by the otlicer administering the
same, with the city recorder, and the trensurer, street com-
missioner, recorder and such other officers as the common
council may direct, shall severally, before they enter upon
the dutics of their respective offices, execute to the city of
Mankato & bond, with at least two sureties satisfactory to
the common council; and such bonds shall contain such
penal sum and such conditions as the common council may
deem proper, and they may from time to time require
new or additional bonds, and remove from office auy offi-
cer refusing or neglecting to give the same.

to the city. The mayor shall be the chief executive offi-
cer and head of the police of the city, and shall appoint poy., o aap.
such police officers and watchmen, except when: otherwise or.
provided for; and in case of a riot or other disturbancees,
he may appoint as many special or temporary constables
as he may deem neccssary; and any police officer or
watchman . appointed by the mayor as aforesaid may be
discharged from office by him whenever in his opinion the
welfare of the city may demand it, or a reduction of their
number renders it necessary. All ordinances and resolu-
tions ‘shall, before they take effect, be presented to the
mayor, and if he approve thereof, he shall sign the same,
and such as he shall not sign he shall return to the com-
mon council with his objections thereto, by depositing
with the recorder to be presented to the common council
at their next meeting thereafter; and upon the return of
any resolution or ordinance by the mayor, thesame vote

In case
tho president shall be absent at any meeting of the
common council, the vice-president shall act as presiding
officer for the time being, and discharge the duties of said
president. The president of the common council, while
performing the duties of mayor, shall be styled the acting
mayor, and acts performed by him while acting as mayor
as aforesaid shall have the same force and validity as if
performed by the mayor. The mayor and president and
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vice-president of the common council shall have the right
to administer oaths and affirmations. .

Seo, 4. There shall be a recorder of said city, styled
the city recorder, who shall keep his office at the ‘place of’
meeting of the common council, or such other place con-
venient thereto as the gouncil may determine. He shall
keep the corporate seal and all the papers and records of
the city, and keep a record of the proceedings of the com-
mon council, at whose meeting it shall be his duty to
uttend. Copies of all papers filed in office, and transeripts
from all records of the common council, certified by him
under the corporate seal, shall be evidence in all courts as
if’ the original were produced. He shall draw and count-
ersign all orders on the treasurer in pursuance of any
order or resolution of the common council, and keep a full
and accurate account thereof in books provided for that
purpose. The city recorder shall have power to adminis-,
ter oaths and affirmations. It shall be the duty of the city
recorder to report to the common council the financial
condition of the city, whenever the common council shall
require. He shall make and keep a list of outstanding
city bounds, to whom issued, for what purposes, when and
where payable, and the rate of interest they respectively
bear, and recommend such aclion to the common council
as will secure the-punctual payment of the principal and
interest of such bonds. He shall report annually on or
about the first day of April to the common council, an es-
timate of the expenses of the city, and likewise the revenue
necessary to be raised for the current year; and the fiscal
year shall commence on the first day of April. He shall
make or cause to be made estimales of the expenses of
any work to be done by the city, and countersign all con-
tracts made in behalf of the city, and certificates of work
authorized by any committee of the common council or by
any city officer. And every contract made in behalf of
the city, or'to which (the city) is a party, shall be void un-
less signed by the recorder. The city recorder shall keep
regular hooks of account, in which he shall enter all in-
debtedness of the city, and which shall at all times show
the precise financial condition of the city ; the amount of
bonds, orders, certificates, or other evidences of indebt-
edness issved by the common council, the amount of all
bonds, orders, certificates or other evidences of indebt-
edness which have been redecmed, and the amount of each
outstanding, to couatersign all bonds, orders or other

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evidences of indehtedness of the city, and to keep accur-
ate accounts thereof, stating to whom and for what purpose
issued, and the amount thereof ; to keep accounts with all
receiving and disbursing officers of the.city, showing the
amount they have received from the different sources of
revenue, and the amount which they have disbursed under
_ the direction of the common councit. He shall keep a list
of all certificates issued for work or any other purpose,
and before the levy by the common council of any special
tax upon the property in the city, or any part thereof,
shall report to the gommon council a schedule of all lots
or parcels of land which may be subject to the proposed
special tax or assessmeut, and also the amount of such Dattes of
special tax or assessment which it may be necessary to Rosowzer, -
levy on such lots or parcels of land, which said schedule
shall be certified by the affidavit of the recorder, and shall
be prima facie evidence of the facts therein stated in all
cases wherein the validity of such special tax or assessment
shall come in guestion. The common council shall, if
from such report they deem such special tax legal and
just, cause the same to be levied in pursuance of the pro-
visions of this act. 1f before the first day of January of
any year, the amount expended, or to be expended-charge-
able to dny city fund, (adding thereto the current expen-
ges estimated for the remainder of the fiscal year and
" chargeable to such fund) shall be equsl to three-fourths
of the tax authorized to be raised or revenues estimated for
such fund ; he shall report at once the same to the common
councit, and he shall not countersign any contract charge-
able to such fund until the amount or taxes actually collect-
od be ascertained ; and during the remainder of the fiscal
year he shall not countersign any contract the expenses of
which shall exceed the revenue actually collected for the
fund to which such expenses are properly chargeable.
The recorder shall examine all the reports, books, papers,
vouchers and sceounts of the city treasurer, and from time
to time shall perform such other duties as the common
council may direct. All claims and demands against the
city, before they are allowed by the common council, shall
be audited and adjusted by the recorder. And he shall
keep a record of all his acts and doings, and keep a book
in which he shall enter all contracts, with an index
thereto ; such record shall Le open to the inspection of alj
parties interested. He shall not be interested directly or
indirectly in any contract or job to which the city is a party,
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or in which the city is interested; and any contract in
which he may be interested shall be null and void.

Src. 5. The comrmon council shall have power to elect
an attorney for the city, who shall perform all professional
services incident to his office, and when required, shall
furrish opinions upon any subject submitted to him by the
common council or its committees.

Sec. 6. The treasurer shall receive all moneys belong-
ing to the city, including license money and fines, and

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perance, and for the prevention of crime, as they shall
deem expedient; they shall have power to establish and
maintain a city prison; Provided, That until otherwise.
ordered by the common council the county jatl of Blue
Earth county shall be used as a city prison, and it shall
be the duty of the sheriff or jailor of Blue Earth county,
t» take into custody and safely keep in said jail all per-
sons committed thereto untill discharged according to law.
The common council shall have full power and authority

. to declare and impose penalties and punishments, and, to -

enforce the same against any person or persons who may
violate any ot the provisions of any ordinance or hy-law
passed or ordained by them, and all such ordinances,
rules and by-laws are hereby deciared to have all torce of
law : Provided, That they be not repugnant to the con-
stitution and laws of the United States or of this state, and
for these purposes shall have authority by ordinance, reso-
lution or by-laws——

First—To license and regulate the exhibitions of com-

amon showmen, and shows of all kinds, or the exhibitions of

caravans, circuses, concerts or theatrical performances,
billiard tables, nine or ten-pin alleys, bowling saloons, to
grant licenses to and regulate auctions and auctioneers, to
license tavern keepers and victualing house keepers and all
persons dealing in spirituous, vinous or fermented liquors ;

often as may be deemed necessary for the health, comfort
and convenience of the inhabitanta of said city.

Fifth—To direct the location and management of
slaughter houses and markets, breweries and distilleries,
and to establish rates for-and license venders of gunpow-
der, and regulate the storage, keeping and conveying of
gunpowder, or other combustible materials.

Szzth—To prevent the encumbering of streets, side-
walks, alleys, lanes and pablic grounds with carriages,
carts, wagons, sleighs or other vehicles, or with boxes,
lumber, firewood, posts, awnings or any other material or
substance whatever.

Seventh—To prevent and punish immoderate driving or
riding in the streets, to regulate (the speed of') cars and lo-
comotives in said city, and to prevent their obstructing the
streets of said city, to compel persons to fasten their horses pyporm of the
or other animals attached to vehicles or otherwise, while Counecil.
standing in the streets, and to regulate places of bathing
and swinming in the waters within the limits of the city.

Eighth—To restrain the running at large of cattle,
horses, mules, swine, sheep, poultry and geese, and to au-
thorize the distraining and sale of the same, and to impose
penaities upon the ownera ot such animals for violution of

-the ordinance. : '

Ninth—To prevent the running at large of dogs, and
may impose a tax on the same, in & summary manner,
when at large contrary to the ordinance.

Tenth—To prevent any person from bringing, deposit-
ing or having within said city any putrid carcass or other

‘unwholesome substance, and to require the rémoval of the
same by any person who shall have upon his premises any
such substances, or any putrid or unsound meat, flesh or
“fish, or hides or skins of any kind, and to authorize the
remuval of the same at the expense of the owners.

FEleventh—To establish and construct public pounds,
pumps, wells, cisterns, reservoirs, and hydrants ; to erect
lamps and provide for the lighting of the city, and to con-
trol the erection of gas works or other works tor lighting .
the streets, public grounds and public buildings, and to
create, after and extend lamp districts ; to regulate and
license hacks, carts, omnibuses, and the charges of hack-
men, draymen, cabmen and omnibus. drivers in the city.
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Twelrth—To establish and regulate boards of health,
provide hospitals and hospital grouuds and the registra-
tion of births and deaths, and the returns of bills of mor-
tality, and to regulate or prevent, if deemed expedient, the
burial of the dead within the city limits.

Seventeenth—7To restrain and regulate parties, runners,
agents and solicitors for boats, vessels, stages, cars and
public houses or other establishments.

Eighteenith—To establish public markets and other pub-
lic buildings, and make rules and reguiations for the gov-
ernment of the same ; to appoint suitable officers for over-
seeing and regulating such markets, aud to restrain all
persous from interrupting or interfering with the due ob-
gervance of such rules and regulations.

Nineteenth—To license and regulate butcher shops and
stands for the sale of game, poultry, butchers’ meats, but-
ter, fish and other provisions.

Twentieth—To regulate the place and manner of weigh-
ing and selling hay, and the measuring and selling of fire-
wood coal, peat and lime, and to appoint suitable persons
to superintend and conduct the same.

Twenty-first—To compel the owner or.occupant of
buildings or grounds to remove snow, dirt or rubbish
from the sidewalk, street or alley opposite thereto, and
to compel such owner or occupant to remove from the lot.
owned or occupied by him, all such substances as the
board of health shall direct, and in his default to author-
ize the removal or destruction thereof by some officer at.
the expense of such owner or occupant.
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Twenty-second—-——To regulate, control and prevent the
landing of persons from boats, vessels or other conveyan-
ces whoreon are contagious or infectious diseases or dis-
orders, and to make such disposition of such persons as
to preserve the heslth of the city.

If theland and buildings
belong to different persons, or if the land be subject to
lease, mortgage, judgment or other lien, or if there be any
estate in it less than an estate in fee, the injury or damage
done to such persons or interests respectively may be
awarded to them by the commissioners less the benefit re-
gulting to them from the improvements.

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aforesaid, shall make and file with the city clerk a written
report to the common council of their action in the prem-
ises, embracing a schedule or assessment of the damdges
in each case, with a description of the land and the names
of the owners, if known to them, and also a statement of
the coets of the proceedings.

fires. To regulate and prevent the use of fire arms and.
fireworks. To compel owners or occupants of buildings
to bave scuttles inthe roofs, and stairs or ladders to the
same. To authorize the mayor, aldermen, fire wardens
and other officers of the city to keep away from the vicin-
ity of any fire, all idle and suspected persons, and to com-
pel all bystanders to aid in the extinguishment of fires and
the preservation of property exposed to danger thereat, -
and generally to establish such regulations for the preven-
tion and extinguishment of fires as the common council
may deem expedient.
